On llic 6th February, 1959, Shri G . K . Kalui, Suls-Inspector 
of Police , Nungba Police Station , Icarnt that armeil Nilgi 
hostile werc itsing village Oinamlong as a transit camp in 
their illovcinent through Manipur turritory . At 2 - 00 ajn , on 
the 7111 Tebruary , 1959, Shri Kabui, accompanied by Ilavildar 
Ralan Bahaclur and 18 Riflcmen of the Manipur Rifles and a 


Civil Police Constable , left Nungba, and after a strcnous 
march of 25 miles traversing difficult mountainous terrain the 
panty aused al Oinamlong at about 7 -30 p . m . On reaching 
The first loilo at the approach to the village the party was 
accostel by a woman who appeared to be waiting for the 
return if someon .. who liad gone out. She asked Shri Kabul 
in Kalui dialect " Have you returned " and he very intelli 
gently repliecl in thc wainc language “ We have " . Thus re 
ausurid the woman rçtreated into her housc . Shri Kabul 
detailed Havilcar Ratan Bahadur and two riflemen to follow 
her. They cntered the house and capture two armcd hosilles 
who were inside . 

Further along the path into the village Shri Kabui gaw 
an armed hoslile walking up and down in front of the adjoin 
ing house . As soon as he advanced towards him , the hostlic 
unslung his Siengun and pointed it at Shri Kabui, who though 
himself unarmed , rushed him as hc was about to Are the 
weapon . Shri Kabui not only snatched the Stenguin from the 
hostile but also overpowered him , 

The crack of the first shot from the Stengun was the signal 
for the liostiles to open withering fire on the police party from 
two adjoining houses in the village. The police immediately 
took up position and returned the fire . 
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Rifleman Hepun ! Mao realised that the only way to dislodge 
the hostlles wag to attack them simultancously from the front 
and the rear and , on his own initiative , crawled despite the 
danger to himself, to the castern cxit of the accond house . He 
reached this vist just as the hostiles tried tu escape un it. The 
leading hostile , later indentified as Sekhoto Sema, fired at 
Rillcman Hepuni Mao from close range but luckily missed him , 
Rideman IIcpuni Mao thich shot him dead from almost point 
blank range. Meanwhilc Riflemen lralxot Singh and Krishna 
Bahadur charged through the front entrance of the house and 
exchanged shots at point blank range with two other armed 
hostiles inside the room who were also trying to escape with 
their lcader. Both the hostiles were shot dead,

In this encounter which lasted about half an hour the police 
killed three hostiles, apprehended two and recovered several 
rifl - s and automatic weapons and ammunition and some 
extremely impoitant documents.

Shri Mangleshwar Singh , Sub- Inspector of Police Station 
Malthone, District Sagar , was camping in village Atta on 
the night of 19th August 1960 when he received information 
that the notorious dacoit Surat Singh Pali was in his hideout 
with his gang in the jungle , of Bora - Pathar , Shri Singh 
immediately collacted all the pollce available and reached the 
borders of the jungle with great difficulty , after a forced march 
through water- logged arcas in pitch darkness. 


At about four in the morning as the Policy Party approached 
the dacoit hideout, they wrre fired upon . In spite of heavy 
Aring , Shri Singh , in complete disregard of his personal safety , 
let his men forward and succeeded in shooting down Surat 
Singh Pali and three other members of the gang . 


Surat Singh Pali who had been terrorizing the Sagar , 
Chhatarpur, Guna and Tikamgarh districts of Madhya Pradesh 
as also Jhansi district of Uttar Pradesh for 11 years, had a 
large reward on his heal. His exterminadon has brought 
relief to the inhabitants of these districts , 


In this encounter Shri Mangleshwar Singh displayed courage, 
Initiative, leadership and devotion to duty of high order.
